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DETAILED ACTION 

The Examiner acknowledges the amendments submitted 5/20/2008. The amendments to 
claim(s) 1, 11,21, and 22 are accepted. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 3, 5, 6, 9, 11, 13, 15, 16, 19, 21-23, 25, 26, and 29 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In regard to independent claims 1,11, and 21 

Doss et al. (US 6,751,109) (hereinafter referred to as Doss) teaches away from applicants 
invention to the newly amended claims which now recite a portable computer receiving the 
control signal indicating either automobile or airplane power received at the input of the DC/DC 
adapter. In contrast to applicant's invention, Doss teaches a detachable external battery pack 
(14, See Doss, figure 1) which receives a signal from the attached external adapter (12) 
indicating an automobile or airplane power input which then outputs the appropriate power back 
to the adapter (12). A portable electronic device (ie. computer) is connected to the adapter via 
terminals 20 and 22. If the teaching of Doss were incorporated into a single embodiment, both 
the battery pack 14 and adapter 12 are required in the electronic device being powered in order to 
keep the power supply device taught by Doss operational. Such a device fails to read on 
applicants invention wherein the adapter is located in an external casing to the portable computer 
thereby sending a signal to the computer indicating the type of power supply attached. 
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Castleman (US 6,054,846) teaches a computer power supply adapter wherein the 
computer has both power and a data connection to the adapter (134z and 136z, figure 2) however 
identification information of the device is sent from the device to the adapter. There is no signal 
being sent from the adapter to computer in order to control the computer, as with the Applicant's 
invention.
